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GEORGE V. HANSEN 
Further appeals likely

WASHINGTON - The conviction of former 
Rep. George V. Hansen, R-ldaho, on charges of 
falsifying federal financial disclosure state- 
ments was uphold Friday by a th^c^membe^ 
, panel of the U.S. Court of Appeals. 

Judge Antonin Scalia, In the 20-pagc opinion 
endorsed by Judges Ruth Bader Ginsburg and 
Carl McGowan, said the forms Hansen signed 
“all contained a warning, immediately above 
or below thc'slgnature'llnc," thot anyoac who 
'^knowingly and willfully falsified or who 
knowingly and willfully falls to flic this report 
may be subject to civil and criminal sanc- 
tions." 

Hansen, the only sitting congressman to be 
convicted under the Jaw, had contended Con- 
gress never meant to givtrUic courts criminal 
jurisdiction in such cases. 

Working as a private consultant In 
Washington since losing his seat to Democrat 
Richard Stallings last year by just 170 votes 
despite the conviction, Hansen was traveling 
In Idaho and Utah and could not be reached for 
.qomment, hlsofflcc said. 

But one of his defense attorneys, Frank A.S. 


Campbell, said the decision would be appealed 
to either the full iO-member Court of Appeals 
or the Supreme Court. 

- “We strongly disagree .with the result," he 
'said. “We have issues Important tmough to 
warrant further review." 

The seven-term conservative hos said he 
would take his case as hlgti within the court 
system as necessary to win vindication, and he 
had Indicated he may try to reclaim his con- 
gressional seal next year. Deputy Secretary of 
State Ben Ysursa said .the U.S. Constitution 
docs norprccludc Hanscn-from-runolng despite- 
his conviction and possible toll sentence. 

But Sen. James McClure, the state’s top 
Republican officeholder, speculated, that the 
appeals court loss Friday would end any 
thought by Hansen of another bid for Con- 
gress. One of the unannounced 1986 contenders 
for the congressional seal. Republican State 
Rep. J.P. Chadband of Idaho Palls, said the 
ruling sounds the death knell for Hansen’s 
political career. 

The ethics law requires -virtually all major 
government officials to disclose annually their 
financial holdings, liabilities and transactions, 
including gilts, loans and profits for 


themselves and members of their immediate 
family. ' 

Hansen, who has also lost his bid In the 
House to unseat Stallings, was convicted by a 
federal court jury April 2, 1984, on charges of 
falling to report $333,976 in loans and other fi- 
nancial transactions. 

He was sentenced by U.S. District Judge 
Joyce Hens Green to five to 15 months, to run 
concurrently, on each obfour counts of vio- 
lating the 1978 Ethics in Government Act and 
fined $40,000. . 

—Among • other things, Hansen had-argued 
that the ethics law provides only civil and not 
criminal penalties. “The last thing Congress 
wanted to do” was send Its members to jail, 
his lawyers told the appeals court last Dec, 18. 

However, Scalla a^ced with Green and the 
Justice Department that the 'violations were 
punishable under a separate law which forbids* 
making "any false statements” to a federal 
agency, In this case the House. 

“In light of the. plain applicability of (the 
catchall law), Hansen mlspcrcclvb the Issue 
before us when he urges . . . that 'Congress 
prescribed only a civil remedy and did not 
authorize criminal punishment for the submis- 
sion of a false EIGA statement," said Scalla. 


"It was not necessary lor the Congress that 
enacted the EIGA to authorize criminal 
punishment, for the authorization had been 
conferred by an earlier Congress, and remain- 
ed on the statute books," he said. "The precise 
issue Is whether the Congress that enacted the 
EIGA precluded the criminal sanctions that, 
would otherwise attach.” 

Scalla said It is clear that the terms of the 
catchall law "cover falsification of EIGA fi- 
nancial disclosure forms; if Congress wished to 
exclude that coverage it would normally have 
sald-so 7 we.wlll notrcadily conclude thali't did 
so by implication:" - 

McClure expressed surprise at the court's 
opinion, agreeing instead with Hansen that 
Congress never- intended the law to carry 
criminal sanctions, and he predicted thot fur- 
ther appeals will continue to be based on that 
issue. 

But he added. "I think the failure of the ap- 
peal and that It will not now be resolved before 
the next election Increases the likelihood that 
he won’t run. . . . Whatever the Hansen case 
has done has been a personal loss lor him, but I 
don’t think it hurts the Republican Party as a 
whole."

Testimony on roadless areas divided

KETCHUM — The nephew of the 
man who built Kclchum's famed ore 
wagons helped dedicate their 
museum Friday by thanking the city 
for Us efforts'in preserving an tm- 
porlant pari of the Wood River 
Valley’s history. 

"I think the mayor, Jerry Sclffert, 
and his staff should be highly com- 
mended." said Palmer G. Lewis, the 
nephew of Horace C. Lewis, who used 
Ihc wagons to haul supplies and ore 
from the mines . surrounding the 
valley In the late 1800s and early 
1900s. 

‘Tm sure Horace would be 
satisfied with what’s been done," he 
said about the museum built by the' 
city to house and protect the wagons 


that are the highlight of the town's 
annual Wagon Days Parade during 
the' Labor Day weekend. 

Palmer Lewis donated the wagons 
to the city In 1968 after they had 
been out of use for more than one- 
hall century. They were used from 
1884 until mining died In the region 
alter the turn of this century. 

Sclffert held the ribbon opening 
the museum as Lewis cut it. The 
building, inspired in design by the 
Philadelpbla Smelter that operated 
In Kctchum during Us mining hey- 
day, will hold seven ore wagons and 
a- desert coqcJi, also- donated by 
Lewis. 

Sclffert, who has worked hard to 
build a .museum for the buildings, 
thanked Lewis for his donations, 
that also included $5,000 to help con- 
struct the $80,000 wood structure. 


The mayor said It is important to 
preserve what is left to symbolize 
the town’s history, especially in an 
era when technology is changing the-' 
character of life as it has been 
known. . 

The wagons, he said, were respoo- 
stble for most of the traffic Ui and 
out of Kctchum until what is really 
only a short time ago. 

“Then we walked on the moon, and 
you realize how fast technology Is 
changlng.”Selffcrtsald.

Asking $1.5 million against a Boise bank and gold coin buyer 


BOISE (AP) — A Boise precious 
metals dealer has filed a 4th District 
Court lawsuit here; asklng'damogcs

• gold coins; 

Keith and Eiconore Bybcc, doing 
business as Keith Bybcc Enter- 
prises. filed the lawsuit Friday 
afternoon here against Citizens Na- 
tional Bank and George Boswell, 
both Individually lincvln His capacity 
as head of Random Computers, Inc. 

Bank ottlclals could not be reached 
for comment Friday night. 

Bybce attorney M. Karl Shurtliff 
said the lawsuit alleges that Bybce 


took a $134,681 check from Boswell In 
June as payment for gold kruger- 
rand-coins, deposited it with Citizens 
National Bank on June 5, and releas- 
ed the coins to Boswell. 

Five- days later, the lawsuit 
alleges, the bank dishonored the 
$134,681 check and deducted that 
amount from Bybec’s account. 

Under "extreme financial, 
business and emotional distress'' 
caus'ed by the bank, Bybcc a few 
days later signed a $120,000 loan 
agreement which released CNB from 
all claims, the suit says. 

The lawsuit alleges the bank failed 
to meet its banking responsiblitlles 


by provisionally crediting, .(he 
$134,681 check, allowing Boswell 
later to withdraw money from his 
account, and then later dishonoring 
the check and charging it to Bybee’s 
account.

Symms also applauded President 
Reagan's .policy of 'iconstnictive 
engagement" with the South African

system. But even wllh current con- 
ditions, blacks in South Africa are 
belter off "than' ln "surrounairtg 
African nations, as evidenced by the 
number of Immigrants who arrive 
each year, Symms said.

making it-hardcr to sell U.S. goods overseas. 

These analysts predicted that the deficit 
will begin to shoot upward in coming months 
because oil demand will again strengthen 
and auto Imports will climb following .the 
resolution of a brief Teamsters strike which: 
prevented the cars from being hauled from 
U.S. ports. 

The big decline in oil shipments, to a July 
total of $4.03 billion, stemmed from a drop in 
tmth the volume and the price. 

The average price per barrel fell to $27.16 
In July. This was. down almost $1 from the 
June level of $28.07 and was the lowest since . 
December 1979. when the price was $26.46 
per barrel. _j' 

The amount of oil shipped also dropped to - 
4.79 million barrels a day, the lowest level 
since February, and down froip an average 


of 5.93 million barrels a day during June. 

Car imports fell 16.7 perc ent to a July level 
of $2.85 billion with the biggcsTdecllne com- 
ing In shipments of Japanese automobiles. 

- Total imports declined by $2.9 billion to 
$27.9-billlon -ih July,-9.5 . percent below the 
June level. 

Exports Were also off by a small 0.2 per- 
cent to $17.4 billion, the lowest monthly 
total since February 1984, as U.S. farmers 
and other exporters continued to suffer a 
loss of sales because the dollar has made 
their goods uncompetitive on world 
markets. 

The export total Included a 5.3 percent 
drop in sales of U.S. agricultural com- 
modities.- which fell to $2.1 1 billion In July. — 

Sales of manufactured goods were also 
down, by a smaller 0.9 percent to a total of 


$12 billion. By contrast, -U.S. Imports of 
manufactured goods totaled $19.6 billion last 
month, 

As usual, the largest trade deficit was 
• posted with Japan, a $4 billion Imbalance, 
which was-down only-sllghtly from^a 
billion June imbalance. 

Tho July trade performance was likely to 
do little to blunt a. growing move to pass 
protectionist legislation in Congress. 
Lawmakers will return after Labor Day to 
face a total of 300 bills calling for resuic- 
lions on Imports of everything from, textiles 
to water beds. 

For the first seven months of the year, the 
deficit has totaled $81.2 billion, 10 percent 

above thesame period last year; 

.Many forecasters arc predicting this 
year's deficit will hit $150 billion. 


Wall Street ends sluggish month mixed, looks past holiday

That left the average with a 15.69- 
point gain for the week, but a net 
loss of 13.44 for August.

Before the opening, the gov- 
ernment reported that the index of 
leading economic indicators rose 0.4 
percent in July. At the same lime. It 
• revised the figure for June, original-, 
ly reported as a 1 percent increase, 
to a rise of 0.4 percent. 

.The Commerce Department also, 
said the nation's trade deficit nar- 
rowed last month.

gc^decrcasc in 10 months. 


Analysts said the effect of -all this 
news on the market apparently was 
minimal, with- many investors on 
vacation or getting an early start on 
the long Labor Day weekend.

Being debtor nation offers advantages 


- NEW YORK— The latest of the big concerns 
In economic circles, where worries are ondemic, 

Is that the United Stales is on the verge of - 
becoming a debtor nation. 

“So what?" said one economist, steppingout of 

- Ibecirclc: 

. But isn’t "debtor nation" one of those pe- 
jorative labels applied lo nations that can't get 
their economic systems in order and who have lo 
rely on loans to survive? - 

Is it appropriate, therefore, to say "so what’.' 
When the great and glorious United States is 
liable to fall into such ranks? Isn't the blow to 
America's image enough to send shivers through 
any citizen, even an economist? 

But Kenneth Mayland, chlof economist of First 
Pennsylvania Corp., asks; “Is this so terrible?" 
His ‘‘this” refers lo the label. He concedes that 
"on the surface it sounds terrible.” But he adds 
(bat sound and substance are not always one and 
the same. . 

Analysts, he observes, have gone overboard to 
point out that the debt results In an ongoing 
burden, the interest expense, and that this 
burden imposes a drag on the economy. 

’ The Implication, hesays, "Is that this is a 


great evil." But Is It, he asks, and in a report to 
customers of First Pennsylvania, a bonk holding 
company, he strives to convince them that it 
jsn’t..;_. 

Households, he points out, routinely go into 
debt to improve their living sla.ndards. And 
companies routinely go Into debt to finance in- 
vestment projects. But do they worry about the 
origins of the money they borrow? No, he 
answers. • 

"Ilmakes no difference to the household or 
business If the debt is held by a domcslic'conccm 
or foreign concern,” says Mayland. "Further-, 
more, the debt constitutes no burden at ail if it Is 
used for productive purposes.” 

When business borrows to invest, he says, it 
docs so with the idea of being able to service the 
debt and gel some' good out of It. perhaos in the 


form pf higher producllvlly and profits. 

For this purpose, ho says, "foreign capital 
goods con serve the purpose as well as dbmcstlc 
capital goods." Consequently, lie concludes, 
"foreign debt can help boost our nation's produc- 

• ' live capaclly,'cmploymcnl and Income;"' 

Moreover, the improvement In America’s pro- 
ductive capacity made possible by the money, 
eventually will mean that foreign lenders will 
take repayment In American goods. If so, the 
debts become d potential source of future jobs; 

A,vcry real burden would Indeed be imposed on 
Americans, says Mayland, If fears of becoming a 
debtor nation arc translated into projectionist, 
measures, such as tariffs and quotas'almcd at 
keeping out foreign goods. 

Mayland isn’t the only one to make the ^im. 
Many others have also, especially since the Jop- 
■ anese have launched a publicity blitz to demon- 
strate their side of America's tibdc deficit with 
their country. ' 

But nobody said It quite like Mayland , '

When West wins the first club, he 
has no heart to lead and South has 
time to establish dummy's clubs — 
making four no-trump. 

What happcns'ln the advanced 
game?.East signals encouragement 
on the first heart instead of playing 
his queen. South must win the Jack 
and 'the defenders win the race. 
West has a heart to lead when In 
with the club king and East's hearts 
are established while he still has 
. the club ace — down one.
